lf you have already received your first 
vaccination, you may be wondering when 
your second appointment will be. Current 
guidance is that your second vaccine will be 
between 11-12 weeks since your first. 


Please do not call us. The surgery will 
contact you when it’s your turn, in the same 
way as we did for your first appointment. It 
is vital your contact details are up to date on 
our system. 


Staffing & waiting times 

The period before Easter was especially 
Challenging for the practice, and we are 
aware the waiting times to speak with a GP 
were very long. We also had considerable 
wait times on the phone. 


The practice is now caring for over 10,000 
patients, and the spike in demand due to 
the pandemic and the vaccination 
programme had a considerable impact on 
the surgery in the early Spring. 


In response to this, the surgery Is increasing 
clinical and reception staff in order to 
manage patient care and reduce the waiting 
times to a more manageable level. 


We ask that you remain patient as new 
members settle into the team.

BAR HILL COMMUNITY FOCUS 1/2 


Parent and child groups are just one of the 
industries which took a big hit during the 
Covid-19 pandemic, not just the business 
owners, but also new parents who certainly 
struggled through without these social 
groups. With them due to reopen this month, 
we decided to interview Bar Hill’s very own 
Jungle Warrior, Antonia Cristallino. 


Lottie: How did Jungle Boogie begin? 
Antonia: | have a performing arts degree 
and have always worked in the arts. I’ve 
worked with various theatre groups and 
owned my own dance school at one stage in 
my career! 

When | started touring with multi-sensory 
companies, | realised that was the area | 
wanted to go into. 

When | moved to Cambridge | worked for a 
charity creating Arts packages as a ‘Creative 
Arts tutor’, then | had a baby and | decided 
that | just wanted to be Mum. However, | 
realised quite quickly that | also wanted to 
work. So | took a job at Whale of a Time so | 
could be both the full time mum and a 
working mum. 

| took my son to lots of the baby groups and 
| just couldn’t help but feel that there was 
something missing - when | had my second 
child | realised | was just a bit sick of singing 
“Wind the Bobbin Up” and | felt that | could 
offer something a little different. There is 
absolutely a place for those groups, | met 
my best friends there and | really think they 
are important, but for me, it was time for 
something different. 

My mum was a children’s entertainer when | 
was little, and | used to dress up and go 
along to the parties as her assistant at age 9 
(| was also a magician’s assistant for a time), 
so | already knew that this was something 
which | would enjoy. 

| wanted to create something which the 
parents would really enjoy as well as the 
children; something that could use proper 
banging music — my husband is a drum and 
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bass DJ and so we have this music on all the 
time in the house, but | wanted to bring it 
into the baby groups. And | just love the 
Jungle, so | decided to merge the two and 
Jungle Boogie was born. 


lt took me a year to work on it - | took ittoa 
festival called Tribe of Doris, and It was 
meant to be — there was someone selling 
African drums. | wanted everything to be 
authentic so it took me a while to source all 
my props and puppets. | already knew that 
toddler raves were popular so | knew there 
would be a market. 

| trialled it on my mummy friends first, just to 
see how it would be received, and | was 
lucky enough that Tesco gave me use of 
their community room for free to do so! | ran 
it from there with just one class, and my 
friends would invite their friends along and 
soon | was offered the space twice weekly, 
so | could run two classes per week. Then it 
got so big that | needed a larger venue so | 
moved to Over, Cambourne and The village 
Hall in Bar Hill and it just exploded — Jungle 
Boogie Tots was so popular. 


Lottie: And how long has Jungle Boogie 
been going? 


Antonia: | am coming up to my third year, 
but obviously the last year didn’t really 
count... | just got to the point where | was

running 11 sessions per week as well as 
parties and then Covid happened. 


Lottie: How has Covid affected you and 
your business? 


Antonia: Covid has destroyed most people’s 
businesses, but the arts has been impacted 
massively because we aren't ‘essential’. We 
weren't allowed to run for so long, and then 
when we were able to start again we had to 
distance everything which hugely reduced 
my numbers. | also hadn’t been running long 
enough to get any grants which was really 
painful and | was so torn about what to do 
for so long — did | carry on and wait it out, or 
did | end and go and get a different job? | 
Know there was the possibility of doing 
things online but with my children around 
that just wasn’t going to happen and | am 
also a total dinosaur when it comes to 
technology! 


But | Knew | had to adapt, so | went and saw 
a health and safety officer to find out what | 
could or couldn't do within my sessions and 
there was a lot which | had to cut out 
because | couldn’t clean or quarantine the 
props properly. | was so worried that it 
wouldn't be the same — but | decided that 
Jungle Boogie would become more of a 
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show instead of an experience, and so far It 
has gone really well! 


| have to wear a visor, everyone has a station 
and | have props which can be cleaned and 
quarantined between uses. | have to reduce 
the numbers, the windows and doors are all 
opened for proper ventilation and to be 
honest, | really believe that coming to my 
sessions are safer than going to do your 
weekly shop! 


Lottie: Why do you love living in Bar Hill? 


Antonia: | was pregnant with my son, and 
my husband and | wanted to get our feet on 
the property ladder - it seemed like Bar Hill 
was the only place which we could afford. 
We only looked at the house once and said 
yes! 7 years later we're still here and | don’t 
know that | could leave now. The community 
here is incredible — | have made some of the 
best friends ever, my childrens’ best friends 
are here and we don’t have a need to leave 
the village. We don’t need to cross roads 
and the kids can ride their bikes to the park 
and | know they’ll be safe. | soeak to 
everyone, everyone’s so friendly and | feel so 
safe in the village. 


Lottie: So what does the future hold for 
Jungle Boogie? 


Antonia: Well as long as we stay on the 
“Road Map”, | think it’s positive. | have 
adapted my business now so that if for 
whatever reason we go back into lockdown | 
Can run as a support group. And this will be 
a life saver for not just myself but also new 
mums! 


| am pretty sure we will go back to having 
packed sessions with children running 
around the halls dancing and singing, 
cuddling and | want more events and mini- 
festivals. | want to get involved with the fete 
and help to grow that. | am always looking 
forward and thinking “what’s next?”, so 
CBeebies — watch out!

Helping Hedgehogs in May 

The mating season begins in earnest. If you 
hear loud snuffling noises at night in your 
garden, it may be hedgehogs mating. After 
courtship, the male will leave the female to 
rear the young alone. As the growing season 
starts, hedgehogs are at greater risk of 
being killed by lawnmower and strimmers, 
so take care while gardening. It doesn’t take 
long to check the grass to prevent a serious 
injury or even death to not only hedgehogs 
but other wildlife that may be in the long 
grass. 


At Shepreth Hedgehog Hospital this week 
we had a hedgehog brought in that had a bit 
of plastic imbedded into her skin. She had 
to be operated on as it was a cable tie that 
had wrapped itself around her head and 
front legs. Please don’t leave litter, tools or 
anything else that can be a hazard to 
wildlife.

Wildlife Friendly Gardening 


Hawthorn hedges will now be in bloom 
which is a real indicator that spring has 
arrived. Supplies of nuts and berries dwindle 
as visiting resident birds alike need good 
weather to generate fresh food in the form of 
insects and small animals. We can help by 
continuing to fill our feeders and putting 
fresh water out daily. This is the time of the 
year people are starting to cut their grass. 
Please be careful when using the lawn 
mower and strimming. They are both lethal 
to wildlife that maybe sleeping in the long 
grass. Looking is NOT enough as you often 
cannot see what might be hidden in the 
grass. Use your hands or very carefully 
check with your foot before you start to mow 
or strim. A compost heap is a great 
attraction to a lot of wildlife so never put a 
fork in without checking. It really is 
beneficial to garden with natural fertilisers. 
Organic gardening helps prevent a loss of 
topsoil, toxic runoff, water pollution, soil 
contamination, soil poisoning, death of 
insects, birds and other beneficial soll 
organisms, as well as eliminating pesticide, 
herbicide, and fungicide residues on food 
from synthetic fertilisers. It really isn’t rocket 
science that organic gardening is best for 
everything including us!

Whilst we appreciate the money, 
time and effort you have taken, could you 
please come forward and make contact with 
the Parish Clerk before Monday 31 May to 
have a chat to make a plan for their care. 
After this date, the trees will be removed, 
assessed to see if they are a native species 
and therefore part of the council's ongoing 
tree planting policy, and then moved to an 
area that does not encroach on amenity 
land if suitable. 


The trees in and around the village are well 
loved, but can also cause problems with 
root invasion around residential areas. A 
small tree of a quick growing species can 
soon start to put out disruptive root 
systems. The council is aiming to plant the 
right tree in the right place and we really 
appreciate your help in supporting this plan. 


You may have seen representatives from our 
arboricultural surveying contractors out and 
about around the village in mid-April. Each 
significant tree is visited, assessed and 
monitored at considerable expense. Their 
report will form the basis of the Parish 
Council's tree management schedule for the 
coming three years. Further details of work 
planned to make sure our trees are kept 
happy and healthy will be available soon.
